In  addition  to  handlir^g  applications  for  Priorities  and  Certificates 
of  Necessity  for  dair^^  products,  fruits,  vegetables,  meat,  poultry, 
and  poultry  products,  AJ^IA  will  henceforth  be  responsible  for  review- 
ing and  recommending  applications  pertaining  to  containers  for  these 
products.    Containers  for  food  shall  be  considered  as  agricultural 
requirements.    Such  requirements  will  be  acted  on  by  the  Poods  Require- 
ments Committee.    The  AiviA,  operating  within  the  limits  of  present  and 
future  Waj?  Production  Board  orders  relating  to  containers,  shall  sub- 
mit to  the  Office  of  Agricultural  War  Relations  requests  for  exceptions 
to  such  orders  as  well  as  information  with  respect  to  anticipated 
requirements. 

We  will  also  have  responsibility  for  reviewing  and  making  recommend- 
ations on  applications  affecting  the  processing,  storage,  and  packaging 
of  animal  fats,  starches,  and  seeds. 

This  added  responsibility  involves  no  change  in  existing  procedures 
and  delegations  of  authority  for  this  function  witiiin  AMA.  Letters 
of  recommendation  accompanying  each  axoplication  should  be  addressed 
direct  to  the  War  Production  Board  in  the  case  of  priorities,  and  to 
the  office  of  the  Under  Secretary  of  War  for  Certificates  of  Necessity. 
A  copy  of  each  letter  shall  be  sent  to  the  Office  of  Agricultural 
War  Relations.    J,  3,  Wyckoff  continues  to  act  for  the  Administrator 
in  this  field.  .

Responsi'bility  for  Container  Coordination 

We  are  faced  with  a  continuing  and  pressing  demand  for  the  develop- 
ment of  new  types  of  containers  for  all  farm  products,  and  particulatly 
those  that  we  are  delivering  under  the  Lend-lease  Program. 

This  means  tliat  our  packaging  problems  must  be  forcefully  presented 
to  agencies  concerned  with  materials  which  are  available  or  which  can 
be  substituted.    It  means  also  that  our  container  activities  must  be 
geared  into  the  programs  and  operations  of  the  Army,  Navy,  Lend-Lease, 
and  War  Production  Board,  and  coodinated  with  the  work  of  the  Office 
of  Agricultural  War  Relations. 

Accordingly,  I  am  hereby  designating  J.  B,  Wyckoff  to  be  responsible 
for  the  general  coordination  and  leadership  in  this  field.    This  is  a 
further  delineation  of  the  responsibilities  assigned  Mr.  Wyckoff  in 
Administrator's  Memorandum  No.  3,  Supplement  0.    All  branches  shall 
keep  in  close  touch  with  Mr.  Wyckoff  and  rely  upon  him  for  guidance, 
direction,  and  policy  determination  on  containers.    He,  in  turn,  shall 
keep  the  branches  informed  of  developments  arising  from  his  knowledge 
of  our  program,  and  his  relations  with  the  Army  and  Navy,  War  Produc- 
tion Board,  the  Office  of  Agricultural  War  Relations,  and  other  govern- 
mental agencies.
